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P R E F A C E. 



H E ncceffity of Geography to hiftorical» political 
and commercial knowledge, has been proved too often 
to be proved again. The curiodcy ot this nation is fuffi«» 
ciently awakened, and no books are more eagerly received 
than thol'e which enlarge or facilitate an acquaintance with 
diftant countries. 

But as the face of the world changes tn* time by the mi- 
gration of naiions, the ravages ot conqucft, the decay of 
one empire, and the eredion of another ; as new inhabi- 
ucts have new languages, and new languages give new 
names $ the maps or defcriptions of a later ag;e are ,not 
eafiiy applied to the narrations of a former: thofe that read 
the Aiscients muft ftudy the ancient geography, j^r wander 
k\ the dark, without diftinft views or certain know- 
kdg^. 

Yet though the Ancients are read among us, both in the 
originaManguages and in tranflations, more perhaps than 
in any other country, we have hitherto had very iitcle af- 
fiftance in ancient Geography. The treatife of Dr. Wells 

is too general for ufe, and the Claffical Geographical Die* 
tionary, which commonly pafles under the name of £achard» 

iSi little more ihaa a caUiU^JC oi uakeJ iuaics. 

A more ^mple account of the old world is apparent- 
ly wanting to Englilh li:cracure, and no form feemed equal- 
ly commodious with that of an alphabetical feries. In 
cffcd, however fyftematically any book of General Geo- 
graphy may be written, it is feldom ufed otherwife than as 
I Didionary, The ftudciu wanting fome knowledge of a 

new 
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new place, fceks the name in the index, and then by a 

fecond labour finds that in a Syflem which he would have 
found in a DidUonary by the firft. 

, As Didkionaries are commodious, they are likewife falla- 
cious^ he whdfe works exhibit an apparent connexion and 
regular lubordination cannot eafily conceal his ignorance, 
or favour his idienels ; the completenefs of one part will 
fliow the deficiency of another : but the writer of a Dic- 
tionary maj lilendy omit what he does not kndw ; and his 
Ignorance, if it happens to be difcovered, flips away from 
cenfure under the name of forge tfolnefe. 

, This artifice of Lexicography I liope I ihall not often be 
found ID have ufed* I have not only digefted former Die* 
tionaries into my alphabet, but have confulted the ancient 
Gcc^raphm, without neglefting other authors. I have in 
fome degree enlightened ancient by modern Geography, 
having given t-he iicuation of places from later obfervarion. 
Names arc often changing, but place is always the lanrje, 
and to know it exaftly is always of importance: there is no 
ufe of errinp with the ancients, whole knowledge of the 
globe was very imperfefb; I have therefore. ufed ancient 
names and modern calculations* The longitude is reckoa- 
•d from London to the eaft and weft. 

A work like this has long been wanted: I would 
willingly flatter myfelf that the want w now fupplied and 
that the Engliih itudent will for the future more eafily un* 
^ftand the narratives of aneient hiftorians, the reaforiings 
' of ancient ftatefmen^ and the dcfcripticms of ancient 
poets*

To Iniitafe the Arcadiani, 
is to labour and toil for the benefit 
of others, never conquering their 
own, but the enemies of others, lie- 
fychius. Homer, however, com- 
mends their martial prowefs, their 
paf^nres, tli?ir (heep, and their 
country well-wntercd. The gcnti- 
iiiious name is Arcades^ who i>oaft- 
ed their great antiquity, and that 
they were older than the fan and 
moon, ApoDonius Rhodius, Non* 
nus, Plutarch, Ovid, Statius. They 
were the firll wlio h;id n yenr of 
three months; and t hcrtlorc called 
ProftUnif becauie their year was 
prior to that adjolted in Greece to 
the courfe of the moon, Cenfori* 
nus.

The boun- 
dari^ between Afia and Africa are 
no left controverted, fome making 
the Catabathmot, a remarkable de* 
cliviryin Egypt, as Salluft, Mela| 
and others, the Nile as Mela; o- 
thcrs ag:iin, ami wJio, according to 
Strabo, arc ti»e moft appro ved^ 
making the Egyptian ifthmus, nonr 
the rfthmus of Sues, and the Ara* 
bian Gulf, the proper boundariet 
between Afia and Africa, Eratoft- 
lienes, Ptolemy. How far it ex- 
tended to the eafl and north, the 
ancienti could not determine i on 
the fouth it had the Indian Ocean^ 
failed over by Ncarchus, under A« 
lexandcr, Ciirrius. Afia is divided 
into Major and Minor ; but this if 
a diftindion perhaps of the lower 
sj£De. The ancients diftineuiihed 
Ana Into Citerior aod Ulrenor» or 
Magna, Varroi tHe CIteiior, or 
Afia Minor, they confidered at % 
peninfula, Strabo, Pliny, Curtius ; 
terminated by a line arawn from 
Si nope to the common boundary of 
Ciricia Afpera and Campellris. The 
Romans bounded the CiterioTy or 
HitherAfi.i, by Mount Taurus, call- 
ing it Cis Tuurum, Livy : alfo Jmirm 
Taurum, Strabo; Intra Halyn, He- 
rodotus; and therefore Strabo joins 
both denomins^iohs together. Intra 
Hafyfit and/elrnT^hnMiB. Thitwat 
the extent of the kingdom of Cfoe* 
fus, Herodotnt, Strabo. There wan 
a part of A/ia which the Romani 
called fun ply ^Jii2, and this wat 
their yjijia Minor, or Propria, a Ro- 
man province. By a regulation of 
Auguftut it came to be called Fm* 
maris, being Praetorian before^ 
and was at the difpofal of the people, 
and both it ana Africa were for 
ever after made pr(»conluiar. The

Atella, Cicero, Livy, Ptolemy ; A- 
t€h, Strabo; ai> inland town of 
Canipinia, beyond the Claniua, be- 
tween Capua and Neapohs} whofc 
ruini are to be feen, at eleven miles 

diltant 
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diiant from tbe nn^Aetk AverA, 
built out of iU niins* It vat a mu- 
nicipal town» Cicero; afterwards a 
cplony, Frontinus. The gentili- 
tious name, jIteUaniy Livy. AteL

A fpecies of farce, inter- 
larded with much ribaldry and buf- 
foonery; the device of the Ofci, in 
whofc territory yftella lay : and 
fometimcf theie Fabulae AttlUutae 
wereckodia* oruiterMet» prefent- 
cd between the aAs of plays, Sue- 
ton. The aflors in thefe fables 
were not reckoned among^ the com- 
mon players, nor deemed infamous ;

Aternus, a river of Italy Strabo; 
the fouth boundary of the Piceni, 
Pliny i at wbofe month ftood the 
city Aternnm, on tbe Adriatic:

Here 
Nimrod built the capital of bis 
kingdom, called BaM, Mofes s 
ftanding on each (tde the Eupbra*

f ity broad. Diodorns Siculus, from 
Cluarchus, reduces the compais to 
forty- five miles. Herodotus, hew- 

evcr^ 
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fver, aflfigns to each fjJc :in h^mdred 
twenty Lhidia, whicn in the four 
Met aoMMtnt to four htiadmi and 
dghiy ftadia, which are Pliny's 
■nmber of fixty miles. Cuitiut a- 
^r e es nearly with Diodoriis, mak- 
ing the circuit three hundred and 
futy-eight liadia ; but Strabo cx- 
texiils it to three liundred and eigh- 
tj^fijre Mia I and ib broad, that 
carriagety with four horfes a* 
breajl» could pafs each other with 
tafe. The v^hole of this fpace was 
not inhabirecl, fields and gardens 
interpoiing i and if we may credit 
Cmtitis* only ninety ftadia were 
iNiilt opODf or occupied by honfet. 
Tbe walb were built with bricks 
ap'^ bitumen, Jofephvis, Juftiii. A- 
nj Ml J The ornaments were the hang- 
ing garden, Diodorus, Srrabo, jo- 
' leplius; tbe temple of i>clus, tiie 
tmfaankmcDt of the Euphratett and 
otlier grand and extraordinary 
vorks, mentioned by different au- 
thors. The city, built by Nimrod, 
WHS enlarged by Belu?, greatly or- 
a&mented by Nebucbadnezar, A- 
hydenus, Jofephui. Its fate was 
Ml levcre under X>ariutand hit fon 
Xerxea* being only dilmantled by 
the former, and the latter dedroy- 
iog that admirable ftruftiirr, the 
monument ofBelus: its calamities 
were greater under the Macedoni- 
ai»i almoft exhaufted of inhabi* 
xaata by Seleucia, a city built on 
file Tigrit* by Seleucus Nicanor, 
Pliny J cri'Ied Hir> Babylon. In Stm^ 
bo*s tir:;" dc;uir.te for tt.e grcitelt 
part; tii", according to Diodorus, a 
fmatl part only inhabited. And 
Wolaiuaty that there remained 
ftaa&g only tbe walls j in Jcroroe*s 
time turned to a patk.

Famous not only for men of politi- 
cal abtlitieSt but for excellent ar- 
ttfts in painting and fculpture, Stra- 

' ho. The ancient name was f/Ayr/j, 
Pliny. It WIS the moll illuftrious 
of all the Gretk cities, and grew to 
fuch power and riches by the coin 
snodiournefs of its fituaCion, and, 
in conie<)uence of that» to £iich in- 
' folence and pride, as to inftitt and 
maltreat the Roman :>m^Tfradors : 
and this brought on n Kuman wir, 
carjiud on uiiUer Mummiuij who 
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took burnt the dty to the 
ground. In this confiagratioft, the 

different metals run ti^ether, p^ro* 

ducedathiid, held in great eilcctn, 
called j^es Loriut/iium, it war; aiter- 
wards rcftored by Cacfar to its an- 
cient fplcndor, and made a Romna 
colony, Phny, Coin; and called 
Laus Julia.

Cyme, a city of antiquity and cha- 
rnf^er, built by Pclops, on his re- 
turn from Greece: C^^xmi? the Ama- 
son gave it name, on expelling the 
mhabitantt» Mela; Latin authors, 
as Nepos, Lavy, Mela, Pliny, Ta- 
citus, retain the appellation, Cyrrry 
after the Greek manner ; and we 
bave Cyme on the marble hafe of a 
coloffus, eredled to Tiberius, by 
the cities of Afia, that were over- 
Cbfown by nn eart1u[vtake, made 
tax free by Tiberius. Cy7ne flood 
in Aeoli:^, between Myrina and 
Phocaea. I'toi^^my; nnd long nfter, 
in 1 euliiigci 's map, lei duwu nine 
miles diftant frop Myrina. Cynutti 
the people. Coins, Livy. From 
this place was the Sibylla Cumaea, 
called Erytbraea, from Eryihrae, a 
prighbouring p. nee.

Cynosarces, Stephanos, Hefychi- 
us, &c. a place in the fuburbs of 
Athens, named from a white €r 
fwift dog, who fnatrhed away pait 
of the liacrilice offering to Hercu- 
les. It had a gymnafium, in which 
ftrnn^ters, or tliofe of the half-blood 
pcrigrmcd their exercilesj the ca(is 
of Herculesy to whom the place wis 
confecrated. It had alfo a court of 
judicature, to try illegitimacy, and 
to examine whether perron? were 
Athenians of the whole or half 
blood« Here Antidhenes fet up a 
new feSt of philofbphers, called 
Cynics, either fVom the place, or 
from the fnarline, or the impu- 
dent difpofition oflhat fcft. 

CvNoscEPHALAE, Strabo ; a place 
in Theflaly, near bcotufi'a j where 
the Romans, under Flaminiui^ 
gained a great vlAory over Philip^ 
fon of Demetrius, king of Mace# 
don, Livy, Plutarch. Thefe Cy/ro/l 
cephalaey are fmall tops of fevtral 
equal eminences ; named from 
their refeuiblance to dogs heads 
Plutarch) who fays, the battle waa 
fought near Scotufla, a proof that 
theJe eminences were near it too. 

Cynossema, Plinv ; the tomb of He- 
cuba, on the pionM)ntory Maftu- 
fia, over-againft Sigeum, in the 
foutb of the CheiibnefofThractai 
named either from the figure of n 
dog, to which fhe was changed, or 
from her iad reveife of fortunCf 
Mela. 

Cynosura, ae^ Stephanus; Cynofu*' 
rae^ iirum, Cicero i Cyuo/urtJ, iJor^ 
a place in Lacontca \ .but whether 

maritimo 
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fnaritlme or inland, uncertain. 
Here Aefculapius, being thunder- 
ftruck, was buried, Cicero. 

CimosORA, Ptolemy; th« promon« 
toiy of Marathon* in Attica, ofo* 
verted to Euboea. 

Cyn th us, Virgil ; a mountain of the 
iiland Dclos, lb hi?h as to ovtrflia- 
dow the whole iUaad. On this 
mountain Latona brought forth 
ApoUo and Diana ; hence the epi- 
thets, Virgil I vkdfjfutJkia, 
Lucan, Statius. 

CVN^JRJA, Thiicydides; or Cjnurhis 
Jigif, a diitiuct ut Laconica, on the 
confinet of Argolis.

For th<? mr^nner of 
dcci«.lii»g the clifpute, lee Th y rea. 

Cynus, /, Homer, Snabo, Pliny ^ 
the port of the Opiintii, in Locris, 
lixty ftadia above Opus, towards 
Thcnsopylae, Strabo j tbit was the 
boundary of the Opuntii. 

(}yo^•ESUS, Ptolemy ; an ifland in 
the Nile, not far from the Delta, 
oppofite to Cyoopolis, viitbin the 
I>elta. 

CvPAERA, Livy, Ptolemy; a town of 
the ThefraliotisjOrThefftlia Propiia, 
to the fouth of the Peneus, with 
in the fork lormcd by the Pcncus 
and Apidanus. 

Ctparissa, Pliny ; (^ariffae, Ptolc.

Pauiamas ; a town of Melfenia, on 
the borders of Elis : thought to be 
HOW V Arcadia, in the Morea, from 
the coincidence of lituation. Cjta-

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lands, nfar Cyprus^ in the lea of

CVPRON, Jofephus ; a citadel of Ju- 
dea, to the north of Jericho, built 
hy Herod, in hononr of his muiher. 

In Nero's time it was taken by the 
feciitious Jews a»\d demolifhed, id. 

Cyprus, Strabo, Piinv, 8c c. a very 
noble i(land in the btnus IHicui of 
the lea of Cilicia, to the ea^ and 
wei^, oppofiteto Cilicia and Syria; 
fo fertile as to be called Malaria, 
Virgil, Horace; the feat of nine 
kingdoms Jormer!v, Pliny; ftrclcli- 
ing out into one liraight ridge, be- 
tween ^ida and Syria, Mela. Its 
compafs ihcluding all tta ba]rs 
three thoufand four hundred and 
twenty ftadia ; in length, from Gli- 
des to Acnmas, or from cait to well, 
twelve hundred ftadia, Strabo. It 
was an ifland facred to Venus, Ho* 
race ; and hence the appellations c>* 
pria, Cj-priSf Cyprigetia, given that 
goddefs. The ifland is named from 
Cyprus, a certain fragrant tree, or 
flower, according toothers; cipher 
in Hebrew; in our uanftation of the 
bible, cixmpkirt \ in the Dutch ty^ 
prmsi in Acabica/r//^Aiia.

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CyTORUM, or Cytorus, Homer, 
ApoUonius Rhodius, Strabo ; x 
town of Paphln^onia, of Greek 
original, Scylax j a colony of* Mi- 
lefians, the port town of the Sino* 
penfes, Strabo* QfUruSf Pliny ; a 
mountain^'near, or on which Aood 
the town ; and wh'i^rc tb? box- 
wood grew, C:^tu!lu3, Pi:'i>, and 
Vjrgil. CjionacuSf the cpaiict^ O- 
vid j for Buxeuj, 

Cyzicum or Cyzicvs \ one of the* 
nobleftcitiet of the Hither A(i2k$ 
fituate in a cognominaliiland of the 
Propcntis, on the coaft of Mufiaj 
joined to the continent by two 
bridges, Strabo, the firll by Alex« 
anderi the city, a colony of the 
Mileiiant, Pliny. Rendered famous 
by the Hege of Mithridates, which 
wa-i raifed by Lncnllus, Cicero, 
Appian \ made a free people by th? 
Romans ; but they tortcited their 
freedom nnder Tiberius, Suecon. 
It was adorned with a ciaulet» mmI 
walls round it$ had a port and 
marble towers ; three magazines, 
one for arms, another for warlike 
engines, and a third for corn.

D a L M I u M , Dalmimum, Strabo ; 
minium t Ptolemy j anciently a great 
and powerful city, which gave 
name to the D^mUu or Dmauu, 
Strabo, Appian. Its Atuation can- 
not with any certainty be deter- 
mined ; from Ptolemy's numbers 
and pofition we are directed to 
place it to thf north between An* 
drettura and Marona.

Damascene, Strabo ; the territory 
of DaAaif^ui, in S^ria% 

Damascvs, a city of Syria, men- 
tioned by andent authors, both fii- 
crcd and prophane ; called Dama- 
fek and Darmafek by the Hebrews, 
and Damafcus by the Greeks. Si- 
tuate in an extenilve plain, fur*' 
rouilded by diilant mountains. An- 
ciently the capital of Syria ; water- 
ed by two rivers, the PharphaVg 
which ru]is through, and the Amu- 
na, which runs by, the city, Ben- 
jainin Tudclcnfis. Damafceni. 
Coins, the people. E. Long. 36* lo^ 
Lat .33^15'. Of this was Ni- 
coiaus Damafccnus, the friend of 
iTf u)ff and Augullifs, a pciipatetic 
philofopher. The Pt una Damajccna 
of Juvenal f and the Cottana of Ju- 
venal and Martial, afpectes of fmall 
figs, as their name denotes, wero 
from the territory of Damafcus. 

Damasia, Strabo, Ptolemy; a town 
of Vindelicia on the Licus. Afic r« 
wai'ds called Augufia, Now Augs^ 
burg in Suabia, on the Lech.. E» 
Long, lo** CO', Lat. 48* to'. 

Dam MI, Ptolemy J a people of Bri- 
tain ; fitunte bcjween the Selgovae 
to the foiith, nnd the Caledouii to 
tlie north. Now CJjJefJaie. 

DAyKOMsj, hmmwtttt Ptolemy 1 call- 
E • U 
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the weftmoft of the Britons ; 
■ beginning at the mouth of the Se- 
vern ; they extciKied to the out- 
molt wcii corner, iu as to occupy 
the whale peninfula. Now Devon- 
part and ComntteA^ Camden* 
DamnOiTium, SeeOcaiNOU. 

Pan, or "Jordan, Bihle 5 th'5 laft 
literally (i^noics the nver Dan \ fo 
named from the pcoplewhcrc it has 
its iburce, which is a lake called 
Fhtala, from iu round figure* to 
the north of its apparent rifing 
from the mountain Panium or Pa- 
neum, as was difcovcred by Philip, 
Tetrarch of Trachonites ; for on 
throwing light bodies into the Phi* 
ala^ he iowm them to emerge again 
at Panenm, Joiephus. From Pa- 
aenm it runt in a direft courle to a 
lake caHcd Snmnchcnites J as far as 
this lake it is called Jordan the Lefs\ 
and thence to the lake Gencfareth, 
or of Tiberias J where it comes in- 
creafedliy the lake Samachonitit* 
arid itsfprings, and it is called the 
Greater Jordan^ id.

north vA' Canann aiu! fauth of Sy- 
ria, as appears by the fpies.

Vif hether one or more ci 
ties, and diftri£ls of this name lay 
in this tra£t, neither internreteis 
nor geographers arc ar-rced.

Pliny tails Jiriij, the fof- 
ttfjng parent of all nations, (elect- 
ed by the pecufiar providence of 
heaven, to render the Iky over their 
heads more bright, to colledt dif- 
asembered empires, to foften the 
manner^, to br'nrt the difcordant 
and batbarous ton^uci) of fu many 
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^ people to carry on a ^utuai intcf- 
coorfi; by the'coifomerce dr"£ife'of a 
common language, to reilore man 
to humanity, and in a word to be- 
come the common country of all 
n;ition<i, all ovti- the world.

tin. Paufanias afcribes the iirft 
walls to the times of Demetrius and 
Pyrrh us, under Nabis* Theft was

oniy that Aeneas reckoned the Ru. 
tuli, after their concjucft, among 
the Latins. And this conftituted 
the ancient Latium^ confined to the 
laioss i hut aftcrwardi under the 
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hings, and after their time, it 
reac hed from the Tiber to Circeii, 
Strabo, Pliny, Virgil. Under the 
confuls the country of the Aeqai, 
Volfci, Heriuci, &c. after long and 
bloody wars, was added to txaium^. 
\iiuler the appellation, m§eSitious or 
fuptradAt'd J.ntium^ as far as the 
river Liris, the eaftern boundary; 
and to the north as far as the Mar- 
ij and Sabines ; only that iume 
parts of the territory of the Sabinet^ 
occupied by Alban colonies, are 
fomerimes allotted to the Latins, 
Virgil. In Sri a!)o*s time, in which 
Pliny alfo agrees, thf Tea coaft of 
Latium reached from Oftia to Sinu- 
efla, on the borders of Campania, 
beyond tlpe Liris ; whereas the an- 
cient tathm reached only to the 
promontory Clrcaeum. Here both 
\hc I.atiums arc accurately defined 
on the fide of the fea, or alon^ the 
coad i but more inland not fo cafj- 
ly diftin^uiOied. And what Virgil 
and Tacitus call the New La t turn ^ in 
contradiftinction to the Old, Pliny 
cnlls aJjetlitkus. The various peo- 
ple, which in fucccffion occupied 
Lathm were the Aborigines, the 
Felafgi, the Arcades, the Siculi, 
the Arunci, the Rutuli ; and be- 
yond Circeii, the Volfci, the Ofci, 
the Aufones: but who fiifl-, \v!if> 
next, occupied the counrry, is dif- 
ficult to iay, Pliny.

V*i»t tivius J the wnrmer climates 
producing (hortcr bodies, com- 
penlaied by ertrarer quicknefs of 
wit i the cold^, flower wits ; but 
this made up by greater ftrength of 
\/oAj and perleverance inlatx>ur. 
Bnt that which we generally ob- 
fcrve in nmll, is not to he fuijpolcd 
to hold equsdty in all, and every 
individual. That fome nations are 
more prone to vice or virtue, may 
often be owinf more to cuHoin, 
imitation, or manner of bringing 
up, than to the nature of the cli- 
m.itc : neither are tiie qualities of 
1^ a'if at all times ihe i^me | often 
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ilrangely varying, owing to riflgif 
of mountains, marfhy grounds, 
vicinity of the fea, and other pc'- 
culiar and appropriated cattiei. 
The argoments therefore from cli- 
mate or pofition, for tlie manners 
and chara(5ler are nil too general ; 
manners and rltara<5ter bcinp often 
furmouniiible by natural dupoli- 
tion, by art or education ) vet fuch 
afgumentt im hold good tor that 
which generafly obtains. Thua 
quitknefs of parts in a Carth^gi- 
ninn, from hi? heat of climate, and 
wiiicli he ought to turn to virtuous 
purpofes, degeneratea in manjr to 
low cunning and fraud } hence the 
fides punica, treacbei*y and deceit^ 
for which that people was fo mucti 
decried. Salubritv of fkv, and af- 
iiucnce of foil in Syria, piunipted 
the inhabitants to luxury, to levi- 
ty and giddineft of mind{ wbicti 
afterwards proved fatal to Greeka 
and Romans, And thus there is 
no nation, on which the chki-.c^T 
of the ciitnafe is not in ibme mea- 
fure imprinted, which forms and 
moulds the mannera and difpofi- 
tions, if not of all, jret of the gene« 
rality; at leaft indicates a propen- 
pfinfity or turn of mind. Strab0'a 
refl?6tion appears juft, that the A« 
thenians being lovers of learning, 
and tbe Laced aemoniaila neither 
fuch, nor che Thebans, their next 
neighbours, is not from nature btit 
cuftom : nor did nature form the 
Babyloniai>s and Kgy^ tians philo- 
fophers^ but excrciie and applica- 
tion.

I hucydides af- 
cribcs its origin to Anaxilas alone, 
the Meilentan, tyrant o>f Rhe^oiiij 
who received all comers, calling 
the town nfter the name of bis coun- 
try. The Greeks alwavs call it 
hUjJthe\ the Komans Mtjjanat con- 
ilantly, to diitingui(h it from Afef- 
fem of Peloponnefui :' and ^et the 
Sicilian coins bear Mtffanms^ or 
' Mefami^ett the people. And Da- 
magettis, in a Greek epigram, calls 
the ciry Meffann ; to which Cluve- 
jius adds, that lie f^w it on a Greek 
coin. A part of the Mamertini, a 
people of Samniom in Italy, bein^^ 
expelled by their countrymen, by 
order of the oracle, hccaufc the Ver 
(acriini, or the l^'i'ig ^vhich they 
had vowed lo Apollo, was not Itrid- 
ly obferved ; which was to facrifice 
the produce of that fpring to the 
God, including men at well as o- 
ther things ; as the only remedy for 
a rngTnt^ v^^^^i'i^'^^^ » ^''^^ coining to 
fettle in ihf iu i^^hbonrhootl of /i/r/" 
fana^ voluatanly oifcred their al- 
fiftance to the MeflTanians in a war 
they hnppened to be engaged in. 
This generous a^t fo affeftcd tlic 
iVlefTanians, tliat they not only ad- 
mitted them to a fhncr- of their city 
and teriitory, but ail'umed the 
name Af^Jsnrr/iV/i, Feftust and hence 
Cicero calls Mtfam^ C'rvilm Ma- 
ntertina. Diodorus S^ctilusand Po- 
lybitis give a different account of 
thefc Mamertins3ind tlv-ir fl-ttl'^inent. 
Euctnciiis, or Euhemerns, a very 
anc:iciu hiflofian, was a native of 
this city» Plutarch ; he compiled a 
hiftoryof the aft ions of Jupiter and 
•the other reputed Goils, from the

ItlcoMiDi A, Ptolemy; anothermetro- 
polia of Bilhynia ; built by Nicome- 
des, the grand- father of Pmfias, 
Stephanus, Strabo j fitjate on a 
point of the Sums Aliacenus, Pli- 
ny ; furnaraed the BeauUfal^ Athe- 
naeus ; the larged city of Bithynia,

Sallttft ; that, to the fouth, 
as far as the hither or nearer tro« 
pic, the world was inhabited, they 
wt II knew j but how far to the 
north, they were all of them igno- 
rtint, neither Grcfrks nor Romnfis 
having ever penetrated Jo far on i;iat; 
fide. To the fouth, Ptolemy, in* 
deed, extends the Ethiopians not 
only to the equinoctial, but be- 
yoiid 5 t]uv;-!i on what anthontv 
wc nrc i r.orant. Thnt the ancient 
g -o^rapiiers liad cbfcurcr notions of 
tlie north than of the fouth, ap- 
pears, from their making the Cas- 
pian ks to communicate with, and 
to be a bay of the Scythian ocean, 
though \\:ty might have learned 
better fron Herodotus, who fays, 
that theCaipian lea (lands alone and 
detached. Nor were their accounts 
of the parts to the north of the 
Pnxine, or Germany, in tlie pe- 
rinfula of Scanifinnvh, more to be 
depended on : that they were noc . 
3cqna-nted witii the whole of Scy- 
j thia, fcemsevidcnt ; bccaufe at tins 
day, the caftern Scythia, or Great 
Tartary, is not furaciently known 
to Europeans. So far as Alexan* 
(!':: pcnctrattd ir.to the taft, we be- 
came better acquninud with fome 
pnns of India.

Enjoying tbe bleifingt of privacy and 
retirement, between two mighty

adjuoft, this latter is always under- 
ftood. Both dedicated to Venus, 
and left nndiftinguiflicd by Hie 
poets, Virgil, Horace 1 hence Ve- 
nut la furnamed Paphia, PapkH^ 
the people, Coin?, Stephanus. It 
wns reftored by Au^ulhis, after a 
liiock of an earthquake, and calkd 
Augufiat Dio. 

PAPiaiAMAK FossAt, Ptolemj,lVa«

The bridge was 
fecured on each fide by fortrclTes j 
that on the fide, of Mocfia was call- 
ed PonteSy and the other Tkeadora. 
So altonifhing a piece of work, iell 
a facriflce to the envy of his iinme- 
' diate fucceflbr, Adrian, Eutropius } 
a vice for which he was extremely 
remnrkablf. According to Dio, 
he removed the (iip^; (truChn e, leav- 
ing oniy the piers liandin^i under 
the pretence, that it would too 
much favour the irruptions of the 
birbarians. But the true cn u fe was 
Ms envyin;; the gl'>ry of Trnj.in, 
which he delpaired of ever romin!^ 
up to. The particular fpot where 
the bridge ilood is uncertain ; Pro* 
copiui fays, it lay a eood way be- 
low Vinainaciuni, in Moefia, which 
J!? now thought to be WuHa \ in' 
whifc time ihe fonr.ci:ujon c^ily was 
to be fcen: fo tiiut rlie wodd has 
been impofed upon by Pautus Jovi- 
, lis, 1 y i g, that in bis time, ihir-

Pliny mentions another 
Pontia^ one of the Oenotrides, in 
the bay of Velia» but froaller and 
more obicure than the foregoing, 
in the Sinus Formianus ; which was 
a place of relegation orbanifhment, 
and where Tiberius darved Nero, 
the Ton of Germanicus, to death* 
Suetonius} and whither Califiula ba- 
niihed his fifters, Dio Ofliiif. A 
Roman cebny» Livy, Diodorus.

P ONTic A Pro VINCI A, Livy, Epitome} 
a country lying on the coaft of the 
Euxine, including Bithynia, be- 
queathed by king Nicomedes to the 
Koman people* and much «f the 
conquefts made by Pompey on Mi- 
thridates, with a part of Paphla- 
gonia, nti:!ed by Augullus, pn the 
failure of the royal family in the 
pcrfon of Deiotarus Philadelphu*, 
to whom Pompey had reftortd 
whatever Mithridates had fIripC 
him of. And though thus enlarg- 
ed, it continued to be called BitAy* 
nta tro'vmcia, as alfo Pontic and 
Potttica Proojittda . PI iny the Yo ui^- 
er, who was pi opraetor of this pro* 
vince, with coniular power, under 
Traj.in, a?; appears by his letters, 
and the in ^<:\ iutinn of Milan, makes 
it to extend from Chalccdon beyond 
the river Amifus. The reft of'Pon-

pollonius ; and Sarmaticum, Ov!d. 
Compared to a Scythiati bow, 
Manitius, 0ion^us« ferabo* It it 
twenty two thonfand lladia in com* 
pafs, Polybiusj twenty-four thou- 
fand, Strabo. According to Arif- 
torle, it difcharges iticlt by fubter- 
raneous paflages, or rather by a 
llrong current into the Plropontis» 
as appears from the light bodiea 
palTing from the one into the other. 
Ariftotle qneriei, why its wateri 
arc white ; liis anfwer is, fuch arc 
the waters ot all lakes } rather more 
probably fo, from the rivers run* 
ning into it, its waters being fweet, 
Strabo, Ovid. It is divided idto the 
weftcrn and caftern parts by a line 
drawn fiom the promontory Cornu 
Arietia, in tiie Taurica Cheffunefas» 
to the promontory Carambis, in the 
Hithei Afia, Dionyliusi and thence 
named Bimaris, Strabo. Now call- 
ed the B/aci Sfa, becauic covered 
with perpetual fogs, a circumftance 
obierved by Mela, ApoUonius, Val.

PGR TIC us, portico? or plazras 
were Iti uf^iires at Rome, of cunous 
work and extj aordinary beauty, 
annexed to public edilices, facred 
and civil, both for ornament and 
uft, confifting of a long range of 
covered buildinj^s. Their rreneral 
ulc was to afford the pleafure of 
walking or riding, in the ihade in 
fummer, under flielter in winter. 
Velleitts and Juvenal remark tha 
extravagance to which thefe build- 
ing? were carried in their time. At 
Athens tiicy were called 2tc=i, co- 
vered buildings, furuifhed wuh 
/eats, and Htted for ftudy or con- 
verfation, of which there were |e* 
veral, ^ Denioflhenes, Athenaeus» 
Paulanias, Pollux. 

PORTOSPANA, Aniniian ; a town of 
Carmania, of tne lante latitude as 
is the capital Carmana. 

PORTVs, a fmall bay or part of tha 
fea, lockLue r cnc ofed, either na- 
turally by the land, or faflitionfly 
by an enconipafiing wall ; as tiie 
Piraceus at Athens : this laft fj>e- 
cies lieem more particularly to be 
called Ai.Mmc K^tiTM by the Greeks, 
and Partus cJauJI, by the Romans.

Thus thofe men» at 
Flutarch fays^ ihared the world a- 
inong them as a patrimony : next,

.Straoo wonders, all the adjoining 
iflandt yielding a generous fort, yet 
abounding in all the neccflaries of 
liff , The l^^afa Samia, among earth- 
en ware, were- held in high repnte. 
Samii, the people, Ovid. Pycha- 
gorasy who was of this iflandt was 
author of th^ Italic Mt of pfailiw 
fophers, taking name from his 
fertlinc: and teachinj^ in Italy, Dio- 
rcnes Laei tius. He was fcholar of 
Piierecydes of Syrus} and contem- 
porary with Tarquitt the Frond. 
He travelled to Egypt, and carried 
back into Qreece the Egyptian phi- 
lofopbyand fuperftitions, Ifocrates j 
and tlie ^< ^--ine < f the Mc-tempfv- 
chofis, a uoCtrme at tins day itiU 
prevailing in theEaft Indies. He tn« 
veiled alio to Gaul, Chaldea, and 
the Eaft Indies. He was the iirtl, 
who, dlfclaiming the too ambitious 
title of SoffhoSy o! wife, alTiinied a 
more modeli one, tiial ot i'uiiojQ' 
phot, a well. wither to wiidom. Af^ 
ter having taught in Greece for 
Tome time after his return, be re- 
tired to that part of Ttr^ly called 
Ma^na Graecia ; wl ei t- his ordinal 
ry refidence was at Croton, Alcta- 
pontum» Taietitam* and the neigh- 
boaring towat. His fcholars were 
very numerous, no fewer than fl% 
hundred, who reforted to him in 
the night } of whom he obtained a 
very extraordinary thing } nanteiy, 
a noviciate of fiience for atleaft two 
years ; but of thofe whom he fur* 
iniied toduiable to talk, a aovl^te

counted unlawful, a confequence 
of his doctrine of the mctcmplycho- 
fijt. He fcems to have been a man 
very amhiiious of fame, to gain 
B'bitli, he demeaned bimfelf to low 
am of impoftttre, Hr beneath the 
dignity of a philofopher. His 
death is varioufly related, fomc 
making it violent, oihert natural, 
at a very advanced age.

Homer, Virgil, Ovid ; Samosp 
denoting an height or emtneivoef 
Strabo$ there being* a profpeft 
from it of Ida and Troy, Homer f 
rhr "^'cd:^orthe Corybantrs, prieds 
of Klica in Phiyiria, of the Cabiri 
in this irtand, with a venerable 
temple, Plutarch ; where the myfte* 
riesof initiation were adminiftered ^ 
which were in no lefs repute than 
thofi; of Kleufr?, Strabo ; and with 
a very facrcd or invioh^'e aiVlum, 
Livy, Plutarch. This irtand enjoy- 
ed itt freedom under the Romans | 
wat diftant thirty miles from 7m- 
bros; twenty-two from Lcmnos, 
nnd thirty eight from the coaft of 
Thrace ; in rornjiTfs thirty two 
milts, Pi lay. It had a cognominal 
tow n , Ptolemy ; was fabieA to the 
Macedonians, when in the height 
of their power, Livy.

But Livy, who 
calls T<eiw/>r a grove, remarks a dc- 
piee of horror rather than amenity, 
with which the Romno army was 
ftruck in marching over this nar* 
row pafs { for befidcs the defile, 
diffirult to go over, which ntns on 
for fivemtles, there aj e Itecp rocks 
on eacl) hand, down which the « 
profpe^ is apt to caufe a dizzinefs, 
heightened by the noife and dcptu 
of tiie internuent Peneus. From ' 
which it appears, thnt Tctnpe was 
in the iVhTjiotis, whoie extremity 
was formerly the Pencu5, but af- 
terwards, as is probable, allotted 
to Magnefia; and thus Pliny places 
the mouth of the Peneus, not in 
ThefTiily itfelf, bnt in \hr M 
lulia of Theiiaiy. 1 he name is 
pioperly lemenoSf a- facred grove, 
in the dialeft of the Macedonians 
and Aeolianst 7mpoj $ as Mela 1 
obferves, Tmtpe, ennc ^'r 1 by its 
facrcd f^rove : hence the Romans 
foim^ri Itmf'uj, and the diminutive 
Ttmpu uM, or Temflum, I'hc name 
TtMpt became at length an appcU 
peUative to deno:e any plealainc 
fpot.

lar circle, thefe two tluy called the 
Fri^U Zones^ one between the two 
tropics, called the 'fomd Zome^ and 
one on each fide the Torrid Zg/iff 
which they called the two Ttmf^- 
rate Zones, In this fivefold divj- 
fion agree Virgil, Ovid, Pliny, ajii 
llbullus.
